Electronic Flash 
or Flashbulbs 


Either portable electronic flash (right) or 
ordinary flashbulbs in a synchronized flash- 
ing unit (far right) can be used for synchro- 
sun photography—as long as the effective 
intensity of the light emitted can be con- 
trolled. Somewhat weaker than ordinary 
flashbulbs, electronic flash is more easily 
controlled from a fixed position, beside 
camera: effective intensity is reduced by 
choosing (synchronized) daylight expo- 
sure with slow shutter speed, small lens 
opening; raised by choosing correspond- 
ingly fast shutter speed, large opening.

as the eye expects to see it. Amateurs 
who are familiar with this problem 
are usually quick to use synchro-sun 
to make up for the lack of shadow 
illumination. Many professionals, on 
the other hand, are inclined to try 
other fill-in devices before resorting 
to synchro-sun. Wherever possible, 
they look for natural reflecting sur- 
faces like sand, snow, pavement, and 
light-colored walls which might serve 
the purpose of brightening 
ows cast by the sun. Studio opera- 
tors usually take large bounce- 
boards with them for outdoor loca- 
tion work—reflecting surfaces made 
of crumpled metal foil, white card- 
board, or a white fabric stretched 
taut on a frame. Placed on a stand 
on the shadow side of the subject so 
the angle of the sun’s incidence is 
about equal to the reflection angle, 
the bounce-board enables the pho- 
tographer to see and measure with 
a light meter the fill-in effect 

Unfortunately, bounce-boards are 
clumsy and hard to transport, and 
they must be used quite close to the 
subject to be effective (no more than 
a distance equal to four times the 
width of the reflecting surface). The 
amateur can’t be blamed for wanting 
to avoid this type of encumbrance 
or the necessity of shooting only 
where natural reflecting surfaces are 
available. Fill-in flash is as effective 
as any reflecting surface, and in 
many cases, more so. It’s also more 
flexible whether we use ordinary 
flashbulbs or a portable electronic 
flash unit as our supplementary light 
source. The important thing is to 
control its effective intensity so that 
the shadow areas receive just enough 
light to reproduce like shadows. 
Over-lighting produces a flat effect

When it comes to black-and-white 
photography, synchro-sun is far more 
important to the amateur who patron- 
izes the drug-store photofinisher than 
it is to the professional and the ad- 
vanced amateur worker. There is no 
reason why any sheet-film or film-pack 
user who does his own processing 
should have to be concerned with fill-in 
lighting techniques for the type of sun- 
lighted scene we have been discussing. 
All he has to do to “illuminate” the 
shadows is expose for the shadows 
(slightly more than “normal’”’) and de- 
velop for the highlights (somewhat less 
than “normal’’). The resulting negative 
will have detailed shadows and high- 
lights with just enough density to show 
form and detail when printed on a nor- 
mal-grade paper. In fact, the manipu- 
lation of exposure and development is 
within the scope of the alert 35-mm or 
roll-film user who takes the trouble to 
develop by inspection and knows when 
and how to cut out frames that have 
been developed to a printable contrast. 

Commercial photofinishing, as a rule, 
is contrasty. Laboratories catering to 
the casual amateur trade make it a 
practice to develop their customers’ 
films to a uniformly high gamma. This 
is good insurance against the amateur’s 
tendency to underexpose, for if there’s 
any kind of latent image on the film, 
full development will bring it out. When 
it comes to side and back-lighting, it’s a 
matter of piling (Continued on page 106)

[: AS HARD to imagine anyone going to 


with exciting picture possibilities. Whether 
you are a camper, counselor or visiting par- 
ent, you'll undoubtedly want to record the 
many colorful and action-filled highlights of 
camp life. The campers are exuberant, tire- 
less youngsters revelling in their new-found 
outdoor freedom, and should prove lively 


subjects. With a little beforehand planning, 
you should be able to take pictures that cap- 
ture the full flavor of camp life—with a 
ready-made backdrop of graceful trees, mov- 
ing water, and cloud-filled skies. 

As a photographer who’s had a yearly as- 
signment to take pictures of camp life for the 
Y.M.C.A. for the past ten years, I’ve natural- 
ly evolved a certain method of working and 
making use of many caméras and lighting 
facilities to cover night and indoor activities 
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as well as outdoor. There is no need, however, 
for the amateur to burden himself with much 
equipment because most camp pictures can be 
taken outdoors in full sunlight. A small, easily- 
handled camera is the only real requirement, 
but fairly high shutter speeds are an asset. There 
are two accessories which should be in every 
camera kit—the lens shade and a light yellow 
filter. Put them on the camera and leave them 
there while you are shooting in outdoor sun- 
light. You will find that the filter will help in 
obtaining cloud effects, and the lens shade will 
be an invaluable protection against stray light— 
especially when shooting towards the sun. If 
you have an exposure meter or other method of 
measuring the light, it is wise to make frequent 
checks, especially if you are moving from bril- 
liant sunshine to deep shade. 

You will find that getting shots of kids in a 
natural situation is one of the easiest and most 
satisfying kinds of picture-taking you'll ever ex- 
perience. To start, find out the schedule of 
events for the day. Then choose what seem to 
be the most interesting activities and arrange to 
be at the place, at the right time. A talk with 
one of the counselors can be a good guide in 
helping you select the best picture situations. 
Meanwhile, take a leisurely tour around the 
camp grounds so you'll be familiar with the dif- 
ferent places and the most photogenic angles. 
Carry your camera with you on the trip so you 
can catch what off-the-cuff activities might 
strike you even though you're “just looking.” 
This also will give the kids a chance to get used 
to seeing you around, (Continued on page 104)

Dan Weiner turns his vacation into an opportunity 


to capture the hard reality and stark beauty 


of life in a Nova Scotia fishing village

OW DO professional photographers spend 
their vacations? Some bask in Miami 
sunshine, hop aboard ocean liners, take 

to the woods, or hibernate in dim-lit bars. Some 
stay quietly at home, while others—guys who 
just can’t leave a camera alone—devote their 
time to grinding out even more pictures. Dan 
Weiner, a young photo-journalist and 35-mm 
expert, chose such a busman’s holiday for him- 
self recently when he took time off for a trip 
to foggy Nova Scotia. There he did little resting 
and much shooting at Blue Rock, a tiny fishing 
village. The payoff was a set of “vacation” pic- 
tures far removed in content and quality from 
the usual holiday snapshots. 

You can almost smell the sea and feel the cold 
rain in Weiner’s low-key, beautifully-printed 
photographs. They are an unusual blend of 
realism and poetry: realistic because they re- 
port honestly the fishermen’s rugged way of life, 
and poetic because they capture the bare, som- 
ber beauty of the Nova Scotia coast. Although 
he didn’t attempt a full scale picture story in the 
conventional journalistic sense, Weiner did go 
deeply into the lives of the people at Blue Rock. 
The result might be called a photographic sketch 
book, a personal essay in pictures—informal, yet 
revealing. Certainly his photographs present a 
challenge to amateur photographers on vaca- 
tion: if you want better pictures, spend more 
time learning about your subject. 

“I guess the real reason for the trip was to get 
away from my agent,” says Weiner. “I had been 
doing a lot of assignments and needed a change 
of pace, so my wife and I packed some camera 
equipment into our car and away we went. If 
by vacation you mean a lot of rest and enter- 
tainment, then I suppose this trip doesn’t qualify 
—I shot pictures almost every day and probably 
worked harder than if I had been on assignment. 
But it was fun and exciting to explore an entire- 
ly new place.” 7 

Weiner chose Nova Scotia because he had 
never been there before, it was not too far from 
New York, and it seemed interesting from a 
photographer’s viewpoint. In case your geog-

HEN life is exciting and things are happen- 
ing fast, photographers have recourse to 


two basic methods of operation: Either 
they bang away indiscriminately and hope for the 
best, or they make split-second, though sound, de- 
cisions before tripping the shutter. I prefer the 
second method, which I used to make the street 
scenes reproduced on these pages. It is a sound 
method and can be learned by anyone willing to take 
sufficient time and energy to put it into practice. 


A sharp eye for the unusual angle in a commonplace scene is 
a vital factor in all candid photography. Here John Baer spotted 


the weird effect backlighting gave to the groups of workmen 


I have trained myself to “frame” pictures mentally 
wherever I happen to be and this technique stood 
me in good stead when I chanced upon a group of 
workmen resurfacing a section of New York’s Fifth 
Avenue. Here, the element of time was involved, 
since the pictures, as I visualized them, would not 
exist without the backlighting of the strong, early 
afternoon sunlight. I was particularly attracted by

to choose the right combination for the 
effect you want 

If you want to stop action, you have 
to use a fast shutter speed—perhaps the 
fastest allowed. That will make it nece 
sary for you to use a wide aperture. The 
fast shutter will stop the action nicely, but 
the use of the wide aperture will reduce 
the depth of field (an example is Tom 
slair’s racing picture on page 47.) This 
means you will have to be focused ac- 
curately on the moving figure, the central 
ubject, since there will be very little 
leeway of sharpness in front of and be 
hind the subject. Control of depth of 
field can be used to good advantage. Se- 
lecting an aperture for shallow depth of 
field is a technique you can use if you 
want to separate a subject from an un- 
desirable background. On the other hand, 
if you want to tie a subject in which the 
background, a long area of sharp focus is 
helpful. And for a three-dimensional ef 
fect, focus on a near object and stop the 
lens down for extreme depth of field. 
The problem of exposure and depth of

In conjunction with focal length, one 
more factor controls depth of field—the 
istance at which you focus. This effect 
enerally i the same for all cameras, 
varying only in degree. If you focus on 
a very near object, the depth of field will 
be considerably smaller than if you focus 
on an intermediate or distant object. Also, 


if you focus on an object at infinity (usu- | 


ally more than 100 feet from the camera) 
the zone in front of the subject will be 
quite large, usually large enough so that 
everything appearing in the picture will 


be absolutely sharp. Remember these fac- 
tors when selecting aperture. 

As you become more conversant with 
these basic variables, you will be able to 
accurately select the proper combination 
to stop action, or separate the subject 


from the background, or both, and still

‘But I didn’t have much time—three 
weeks at the most—so I had to pick some 
place small.” He finally chose Blue Rock, 
a lonely, wind-and-wave-swept town 
clinging to the rocky east coast of Nova 
Scotia. The village included only a few 
hundred people and offered no accom- 
modations for visitors, so Weiner and his 
wife lodged at the nearby city of Lunen 
burg (home port of the famous Grand 
Banks fishing fleet). Every morning they 
packed a lunch and drove the bumpy, 
winding road to Blue Rock. 

It took the Weiner’s a few days to con 
vince the villagers that they weren't just 
another pair of casual American tourists 
Dan carried a camera but shot nothing 
until the townsfolk began to accept him 

“They were wonderful people, poor yet 
full of pride and living a life of uncom 
promising independence. They took their 
time about opening up for strangers.” 

Gradually, after several visits and 
casual conversations, the Weiner’s found 
they were making new friends. The first 
and most helpful of these was Nor 
man, a fisherman who lived with his 
mother, father, wife and four kids in 
a house on the ocean’s edge. Through 
Norman they got to know other villagers 
and learned more about their hard, lone 
ly way of life. One touch of applied psy 
chology helped: the Weiner’s left Blue 
Rock on a “trip” for a couple of days 
When they returned, the villagers re- 
garded them as well-established friends 
and for the first time allowed Weiner to 
photograph inside their homes. 

As you might expect from looking at 
his pictures, Weiner believes in stripping 
lown the photographic process to essen 
tials so that there will be as little barrier 
as possible between photographer and 
persons photographed. Consequently, his 
technique is simple. On this trip he used 
a Leica fitted with an f/2 Sonnar lens 
and loaded with Super-XX film. About 
90 per cent of the Nova Scotia pictures 
were made by existing light, except for 
a few interior shots where Weiner used 
an electronic flash unit and bounced light 
from walls or ceiling. Even then, the 
artificial light merely boosted, not de- 
stroyed, the existing illumination. 

Weiner depends on a meter to give him 
the on-the-nose exposures so important 
for high-quality technical results with 35- 
mm film. He processed the rolls himself, 
using Harvey Panthermic 777 for fine 
grain, since high-speed development 
wasn’t necessary in this case. Another 
explanation for the excellent print quality 
he obtained is the fact that almost all the 
pictures reproduced here were blown up

ing a strip of splicing tape or a grease 
pencil line on the recorder, between the 
recording head and take-up reel (see il 

lustrations). The mark is used as the 
starting point of the tape and is easily 
seen since it is illuminated by the lens re 
flector. Use of leader tape is recommended 
to protect, identify, and add neatness to 
your tape work. About 12 inches beyond 
the leader, press onto the lined surface, a 
tab of white splicing tape and trim it 
1eatly with scissors. This cue identifies 
the permanent starting point of the tape 
recording and must always be lined up 
with the other cue line established on the 
recorder. 

Motion picture film chosen for syn 
chronization should have at least thre¢ 
feet of leader. The sync point on the film 
is now made by pricking a pin hole in 
the center of the film about six inche: 
ahead of the opening scene or title. Thread 
the film into the projector gate with the 
pin hole before the top sprocket. Syn 
chronized starts are obtained by always 
starting the projector first, and waiting 
for the pin hole flash to appear on the 
screen. The recorder must be started the

With tape recorder and projector prop 
erly threaded and cued, plug in the micro 
phone and adjust for proper recording 
level If entire process Is to be handled 
by one person, narration should be made 
with the microphone held close to the 
lips. This means feeding less volume into 
the recorder, thereby eliminating back 
ground noises. For best results, however, 
microphone should be situated about ten 
feet from projector. This requires the aid 
of an assistant 

Music from records or actual live 
sounds can be introduced easily into the 
tape following this simple tabbing system: 

Edit movies carefully and make a list 
of all scenes in order of their appearance. 
Check off scenes chosen for dubbing of 
special sounds. For example, Scene No. 3 
may show a busy housewife operating an 
electric sweeper. This is a common me- 
chanical sound that can be recorded 
separately later and dubbed in to that 
particular scene. Many other sounds such 
as an alarm clock ringing, or a tea kettle 
whistling are live noises available and 
easily added to the movie. Sounds that 
are difficult to obtain may be purchased 
from dealers who specialize in sound 
effect records. 

In order to dub in these special sounds 
it is necessary to make a preview run 
Set up tape recorder and projector in 
the same manner described for straight 
narration. Plug in microphone and switch 
into recording position. Adjust volume 
until record level bulb shows a bright 
flash when finger is snapped into the 
microphone. Run through entire reel 
movie film and carefully monitor rheostat

The idea is to 
use fill-in flash in bright sunlight under 
a clear sky. Under an over-cast sky, flash 
causes more trouble than it’s worth by

Don’t be in a hurry. If you find that a 
pose 1 definitely not the type for youl 
subject, try another I usually start my 
posing with the legs and work the rest of 
the composition around them. Expression 
is last of all, usually spontaneous, when 
I'm satisfied with the pose—satisfied that 
it shows each portion of the figure to best 
advantage. Here’s a good little point to 
remember—always get your model to 
point her toes.

Props are of considerable help because, 
with them, a model doesn’t feel quite so 
alone and often a prop automatically 
lends itself to a pleasing pose. But be 
careful that they don’t detract from you 
subject 

Here, then, is a group of my favorite 
basic poses. Use it as a guide and you'll 
find your models are quick to offer their 
own suggested changes. It will act as an 
“ice-breaker” and provide for a more

Tessar differed from the f{/3.5 Tessar and 
Xenar lenses in that the latter increase 
progressively in overall sharpness as they 
re stopped down from f/3.5 to f/8 where- 
as the f 2.8 lens increases in over-all 
sharpness and then slowly decreases. As 
for the historic Heidescope stereo camera 
made by Franke & Heidecke before the 
advent of the Rollei, Mr. Franke stated 
that, with the present level of demand for 
Rolleiflex and Rolleicord cameras, there is 
no plant capacity available for stereo 
manufacture. An instrument of modern 
design is available and could be produced 
In connection with the built-in synchro 
nization of Rollei cameras, the representa- 
tive stated that the Rolleicord will not be 
fully synchronized during the current 
calendar year: only “X” synchronization 
will be provided.—™
